OUTDOOR  CULTURE 

The  preferable  season  is  September,  October, 
November  and  December,  but  bulbs  give  good  re¬ 
sults  if  planted  later.  Hyacinths  should  be 
planted  from  two  to  eight  inches  apart.  After 
planted  from  two  to  three  inchs  below  the  sur¬ 
face  and  five  to  eight  inches  apart.  After  flower¬ 
ing,  if  the  beds  are  wanted  for  late  Spring  plant¬ 
ing,  take  up  the  bulbs,  top  and  roots,  and  “heel 
in’’  in  some  corner  of  the  garden  until  the  bulbs 
mature,  after  which  they  should  be  spread  out  in 
an  airy  room  to  dry,  and  kept  in  a  cool  dark 
place  until  time  for  replanting  the  following 
autumn. 

INDOOR  CULTURE 

Bulbs  for  winter  blooming  can  be  planted  from 
September  until  December— the  earlier  the  better. 
Plant  one  bulb  to  a  four-inch  pot,  or  three  to  a 
six-inch  pot.  Then  place  in  a  cool,  dark  celear, 
watering  well.  The  whole  success  of  pot  culture 
depends  on  getting  the  roots  well  established  in 
the  pots,  at  a  low  temperature,  before  you  begin 
to  force  the  tops.  From  three  to  four  weeks  is 
not  too  long  to  leave  them  in  a  dark  place.  After 
this  the  bloom  is  easily  developed  by  giving 
light,  heat  and  water,  and  one  can  have  a  supply 
of  flowers  from  Christmas  until  Easter  by  regu¬ 
lating  the  time  of  bringing  them  to  the  light. 

GLASS  CULTURE 

When  it  is  desired  to  grow  Hyacinths  or  Nar¬ 
cissus  in  water  they  should  be  placed  so  that  the 
base  of  the  bulb  merely  touches  the  water.  The 
glass  should  then  be  set  in  a  cool  dark  place 
until  filled  with  roots,  when  they  should  be 
brought  into  the  light.  Every  few  days  fill  the 
glass  with  water.  Give  as  much  fresh  air  as  pos¬ 
sible  in  a  temperature  of  about  60  degrees  until 
the  spikes  are  developed.
